A woman who cannot on ooousion be per- 
feotly, though unostentationsly, frank, who 
has not a large sa well ea a-tender heart in 
her, is not im the highest senie womanly. 
Tt is perhapa easier for most women to be 
too fastidious tor true womoanlicess, than ‘it 
is for them to bo too uncompromising and 
blunt, The ‘ dofeots of their qualities’ are 
perhops more often seen in women, than the 
defects which srise from attempting to ignére 
these qualties. We ahanld say that women 
who ere, unwomanly through their woman- 
ishness are ommoncr in moat parts 
and ages of the world,—thongh not 
perhaps kere and now,—than women who 
are unwomanly from their asczlessness or 
mantishness. Itis for instance, oortainiy 
not womanly, but womanish, to try to ateal 
a march cn mon by wheedling them out of 
that which they could not gain by open ex~ 
postulation. And that is, we suppose, the 
kind of advantage which is suggested by 
thatobsoure phrosa as to mining and connter- 
mining ; and womanishness is oorteinly sug- 
geated whet we are told of tha mischief of 
forgetting that ‘woman is ovly womanly 
wheo sha gota herrelf to man “ like parfeot 
rmausio unto noble words,” ! for surely it is 
womanly also for woman not to adapt her- 
self like music to words that are not noble 
bat ignoble, andthat is what a good many 
men’s words are;—and yet it is often much 
ensicr, and certoinly mara womanish, to 
chims in with lively musio even to men’s 
ignoble words, than to lot tha note La-heard, 
howover modestly, which will jar on the 
peakers of thse ignoble words, A genu- 
indy womanly woman never forgets that 
she isnot a mere accompaniment to man, | 
but has the larger gift of-humanity io ber 
as well as the special gift of tenderness, aod 


thatit she ie not true to thiat lager-gift, abe 
gannot be all she might be in her more spe: 
cially feminine relations, A womanish 
woman is less woman than even come man- 
nich Women. Sir Walter Scotl’s Die Vernon, 
who certainly hps a mannish flavour about 
her, is a far truer woman, far more womanly, 
then Mhackeray's Amelia Qaborne, who ts 
much more womanish than wouunly, 

Itis a great mistake, of course, for women 
to try to make themselves bad imitations of 
mou, but it isa mach greater mistake to for. 
get ibat they aro even more bound as women 
to oultiveta all the ossentlally human 
qualities, than they are to cultivate their 
special gifte, A man wha qaonot enter 
heartily into tho higher feelinga of a woman 
is bardly roanly, but a woman who cannot 
enter heartily into the higherfeelings ofa 
mao ia still less womanly, A  ocertaio 
deflekancy in sympathy in a man, thongho 
serious flaw in his nature, isnot so groato 
flaw as the same defisiency in a woman ; yet 
no woman can do justice tothese larger 


sympathies who is so womanish that sho 
cannot express them loyally when they 
happen to be at odds with the prevailing 
tous of the men with whow tho finds ‘her 
aclf compalled to associate. It is, perhaps, 
excusable in the present dayto throw out 
into relief the bad taste and unwomanliness 
of manaiehooss in @ woman, bat itis a grest 
question whotber the offensivoneas of these 
mapnish affectations would not be much 
more completely and radiodly cored by 
colivating allthe larger human qualitios, 
thon by any attempt to win the favour of 
men by exuggeratiog the speciel airs aud 
grices of the softer sex.

Women's Rights citadel instead of advancing 
by mine and countermine: to rudely reject 
man’said, andthenetae that ohivalry isdoad: 
to * touch pitch” uamecssarily and publicly, 
and thea to abuse meo for dospising woman ; 
to compete jealously rith man, aomindful of 
her delicate organiza and the rights of 
posterity: lo ftet because her home-work is 
little’; to wear too chort skirts or to drag 
them in the mud: to forget that woman ie 
only womanly when the seta hersdf to man 
“like perfect musio ante noble worda.”’ 
The abjestion to thatanswer seems to us to 
be that it is written too much for.the express 
purpose of pleasing men, with - 9 
little hint thrown in,—perhaps purposely 
obscure,—of the best way of obtaining what 
women desire without offending men. Pos- 
sibly the writer did not herself clearly un 
derstand very well what she meant by ‘ ad. 
vanoing by mine anf countermice! to the 
taking of the Women's Hights citadel. It 
looks asjf-she meant that a great deal of 
concession could bs gained by stealth 
which should not be wrested even if it 
could ; but if so, the drift of that suggestion 
is not atall consistent with the geseral idea 
of the answer, thet woman is very far 
pod 
would only spoil herself for being man’s 
companion, if stie edeavoured to extract 
from man’s willingoss tu spoil her, what sho 
could not extract from: him by reason aad 
appeals to his justice, - For our own part, we 
should regard ‘advandng by mine audcounter- 
mine,’ ifit means what it appears to mean, 
as evel. more unwomanly. than‘ storming 
the Women’s Rights citadel.’

habit of -indireotnes, tha preference of’ 
‘mine and countermite’ to frank siatementy 
of differences. There are, in truth, two 
very different kinds of unwomanliness; one 
kind isto be mannith, the other kind jg ¢ 


sympathies, than any womanish timidity. 

For examplo, wo hold “that whilo truo 
womanliness 18 never aggressive, it is often 
moch more couragcons thin aven trac 
manliness in getting over that fastidious 
ness and disgust which so ‘often hamper 
tho natural activity of sympathotio natures. 
Women are, and with their constitution no 
doubt ought to be, mach more courageons 
iv covfronting and overcoming this natural 
fastidionsnesa and over-refinemant, than 
men, But they are, and we also think 
ought to be, much tess disposed to over- 
come it ia the interest of aggressive sports 
like the cheno, which, instead of appealing 
to pura hamanity, appeal only to that 
instinet which is inherited by the mala sox 
from their hooting ancestors who delightod 
in combat and dunger for its own sake, and 
not merely jor the sake of the living it 
goined for them. [tis not womanly to be 
eager on a fine dey ‘to go out and kill 
something ; thongh no one can say that 
the chase has (bitherto at least) ceased 
to be regarded ae a thoronghly manly 
amusoment, Bat woman's very natoral 
and right shrinking from the more aggres- 
sive delights of man, does not imply any 
similar shrinking from thoi occapations 
in which nervy aod fortitude and the power 
to suppress all the physics! qualms which 
hoopital-nuress, for instance, hava to over- 
come, are toated to the utmost. In 
passive fortitude womanly women fr 
surpass ordimry men, thonghin tho coarage 
of uggresaion they are asaaly much their 
inferiore, Womanliasss [6 strong whero 
womanislinest {8 conspicuously feeble. 
As all tho stronger men bave mach 
of the woman in them, though hey 
huve also the power of repressing thtir 
womanly sympathies’ when ihosa interfere 
with their maaly daties, so all the atronger 
women have much of troe manilness in 
thom, though they do not show. it, and 
ought not to show it, except when their 
womanly instincts. require them to show it. 
Manliness in men gegerally results in their 
concealing the depth of their sympathy 
with the trug wonan, heagnie to give way 
to it would qoman them for their work av] 
men. at womanliness in women not 
aotrequelity requires the open display of 
that large reserve of conrmge and forco, 
which on ordinsry ooopgiona it is both 
natural and modest for them to conceal. 
The womanly woman is far uearer to the 
manly man, than the womanish woman; 
and the manliness of wan brings him mach 
closer to the nature of the woman, than | 
his) manoiehnese,—hbis. parade of reckless- !

i A SIAMESE PAGEANT. 

Mr Darid Kor supplics Cliambers’s Jour- 
nat with a vary vivid picture of the birthday 
celebration of tho];King of Sinm. This is 
‘hia account of the preat procession: — 


Through tho vast paved court-yurd of 
the palaw—above which ita three succes- 
sive sools towored in ono great bize of 
gtéen and gold—come, marching, to the 
music of 9 woll-trained military bid, a 
picked body of grenadiers in the uniform of 
the Siamese linewhito frocka and sun- 
helmets, and blue, trousers with a white 
stripe down the ‘side, Then followed tho 
soarlet jackets, and red horsshair plumes; 
and fine binck horses of the cavalry of tho 
Guard, succeeded by tho Foot Guards in 
dark-blua coats, armed with English rifles. 
Behind those came the crow of tho king's 
model yacht—nbout a score of bright young 
native asilor-lads, who looked vory smart 
and ‘ship-shapa’, in their British mon-o’- 
war jaokols, To thom sncceoded—as 
ray “Hinglish host observed with a grin—a 
Yegiment of. genuiae tmfuntry—thit is, 
several dozon tiny Siamese childron, dressed 
as Highlind soldiers—to our no smull 
surpriso—in tho. gay tertan of tho Clan 
Stewart, which set off their solemn little 
brown faces very picturosquoly. 

And now a fresh burst of music herald-

Vory ‘few persons in Enropa, or alse- 
where, aro aware that human sacrilices still 
exis} in o part of tho Russian Empire. 
The fact is, nevartholoss, certain. Among 
the Tohnktchis gach sorifices still take 
lace, gndseem likely to be practised for a 
long timeto come. At the same timo, no 
blame thorefor can bo attached to the 
Russian Government or tho Orthodox 
GOhurch, for efforta by both to atop the 
custom hava proved ineffectual, Tho 
pacrifices ulladed to aro thoso of old peaplo 
and the sick, who, finding no pleasure in 
life, resolva to bave dono with earthly 
existenco, to rejoin their dead relutions, 
and go to increase the aumbor of sappy 
opizits. ; 

Tho Tohuktchi, who hos mado up his 
mind to dis, immediatoly notifies his 
neighboursand nearest relatives. ‘The news 
spreads in tho circle of his frionds, snd all 
cE them goon visit the unkappy peraon, to 
influence him to chong bis mind. Prayers, 
yaproaches, compleints, and tears havo no 

fece on the fanatic, who oxplaina his 
reasons, spealta of tha future: Life, of the 
dead whosppear to him in his sleop; and 
even when he ia awake, calling him to 
them, His friends,. seeing him thus 
rerolved, go away to maka the customary 
proparations. At the ond of from ten to 
fifteon doys, thoy roturn to the hot of 
the Pohnktchi, with whito mortuary gor- 
Mente and some woapons which will bo 
used by the.man in tho other world to 
fight evil spirits and hunt tho reindoer. 
After making his tojlotte, tho ‘chuk- 
tchi withdraws into a corner of the 
hat. His relative stande by his side, 
holding in bis band tha instrument of 
sacrifice, » knifo, a pike, or a rops. If 
the Teohoktchi has chosen the knife, two 
of ‘his frida hold him under tho arma 
and by tho wrists, and, ata given signal, 
thosacriftcer thrusts tho knifo into hisbreast. 
if the piko hasbeen choson, two of hia 
trionds hold that weapou, ond two others 
throw tho victim on its' point. For 
strangulation, the rope is put aboat bis neck 
and, the socrificers draw it until doath 
onenes. ‘Thon the assistants go to the 
corpad, roddon thoir hands and face with its 
blond, and place it on asledge draw by a 
reindeer, which draws it te tho placo of the 
foneral. arrived at thoir destination, the 
Tohuktobis\ cut the throat of the rein- 
deer, take from the dead body its cloth. 
ing which is tora in piccos, and placo tho 
corpse ona lighted funeral-pile, During 
the incinomtion, the ussistunty offor op 
prayers to the happy in the other world, and 
Sapplicate these to watch over them and 
theirs. 


These horrible practicos are followed to- 


day with tho same exactness.as in ancient 
times, The lokatchia, the Lamouts, and the 
Rassians, invited to these sacrifices, often 
take part in them, although theres. no 
exemple of one of them having tukeu tho 
fame road-to reach tho other world.
